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A Responsible Press at Kaesong 


Lacking omniscience, we modestly call 
attention to an earthly utterance which 
came true. For example, we said in the 
lead editorial of Saturday morning: 

“There is never any real assurance in 
discussing the Kremlin, but one may as- 
sume the cease-fire discussions likely will 
be resumed because, and simply because, 
they were initiated by the Communists 

“Therefore, they wish a cease-fire. They 
wish to liquidate Korea, as they previously 
became willing, afte: a long struggle, to 
give up aggression in Greece and Berlin. 
That they may resume aggression there 
is always a possibility, but at least they 
did abandon their plans in- those places. 
Therefore, we may assume with some con- 
fidence they will agree to a cease-fire in 
Korea.” 

All this has come about. ,.The Soviets 
accepted our demands for a reciprocal neu- 
trality. 

On Friday morning we hastened to say 
that freedom of the press was not an issue. 
Reciprocal neutrality was the issue. As a 
matter of fact, and to be quite honest, we 
thought the attitude of the more articulate 
correspondents in Korea in demanding to 
be present at the cease-fire negotiations 
was capricious and falsely histrionic. 

The same thing had been attempted at 
the Senate hearings on the MacArthur con- 
troversy. Had they been open to deadlines 
and to morning interpretations which 
might have been changed by afternoon 
facts, the results would have been more 
confusing than they were. 

We bow to none in our insistence on 
public hearings in all matters not affect- 
ing national security. This includes school 
boards, meetings of Regents, school book 
committees, highway boards, social wel- 
fare departments, and any meeting of tax- 
paid soverning groups whatever. We make 
no exceptions. There is too much of a ten- 
dency on the part of elected officials to 
try and suppress news because it ern- 
barrasses them by putting upon them the 
full weight of their public duty. 

So, make no mistake about it. We are 


strongly for public presentation of all the 


facts by all bureaus, committees and offi- 
cials of government. 

Therefore, we trust there will be no 
insistence on the part of newsmen to sit in 
on the Kaesong negotiations. We assume

New Welfare Rules Have 


In Bartow County 28 applications for old 
age assistance on file with the county wel- 
fare department were withdrawn when the 
new welfare laws, passed by the recent 
session of the General Assembly, went into 
operation. 


The Cartersville Tribune-News, in re- 


, porting the withdrawals, said 38 more cases 


would have been removed from the rolls 
had not the property limitation been lifted. 
The limit was lifted from the original $500 
exemption to $5,000 as a result of an opin- 
ion by the State Law Department. 


A number of legislators who had a hand 


in passing this law have complained that 


there will be no such request. If there is, 
it should be denied. The discussions will 
be carried on in at least three languages, 
Chinese, Russian and English.

There are American newspapers 
which have declared the war in Korea to 
be “Harry Truman’s war” and not ‘at all 
a war by the United Nations against Soviet 
Communist aggression. There are others 
which have tried to use various phases of 
the war to initiate and sway political 
trends. There has been a choosing up of 
sides on the basis of Gen. MacArthur’s 
urge for war. 

If we receive anything other than 
strictly accurate reports from Kaesong we 
will fail the responsibility which is on the 
American press. If some send . editorial 
interpretations on the basis of pro or anti 
Harry Truman, these reports will whirl 
about the earth to further confuse those 
peoples who yet are on our side, will give 
ammunition to our enemies, and will create 
further division at home. In a very real 
sense the eyes of the whole world, and 
especially the free world, are upon the 
meetings at Kaesong. Each man there 
should have fully in his mind that every 
word and sentence should gravely be con- 
sidered in the light of international read- 
ership, not domestic.

Douglas MacArthur, will 
be harmful to the entire cause of peace and 
the future of our country.

The Bear Looks at Iran 


The deteriorating situation in Iran is made to order for the 
Muscovites. All they have to do is wait for the chaos that would 
inexorably attend any extended stoppage of oil refining at Abadan. 
In that event, Premier Mossadegh in all likelihood would be dis- 
placed by the Tudeh, or People’s, Party, which is pro-Soviet and 
Communist-directed. Mossadegh himself is the leader of the Na- 
tionalist Front, but the Front itself is only a tiny party, and has 
nothing like the discipline and numerical strength of the Tudeh 
Party. Mossadegh owes his strength to his control of the Majlis, 
but it looks as if he himself is in the control of the fanatical 
mullahs, or the priests, who are daily engaged in whipping up the 
mob. The Russians could wish for nothing better than such a 
situation as this. 


Prize No prize would be more valuable to Moscow than Iran. 

_ Aside from the oil, Iran has a strategic position second to 
none, for, to the Russians, the Persian Gulf is a vital window onto 
the Indian Ocean, Under Peter the Great the plan was to ‘own 
windows onto the Mediterranean, the Sea of Japan, but particu- 
larly onto the Indian Ocean. The Bolsheviks simply inherited and 
improved upon the Czarists.. This came to light in 1940 when 
Stalin and Hitler were discussing the division of the world. It 
was solely because Stalin’s demands were so steep that Hitler de- 
cided that he had to be eliminated. Stalin, as a correspondent 
said the other day in the letters to the editor column, wanted the 
Mediterranean window as well as the Indian one, but the latter 
was, as the documents show, his uppermost consideration. Trans- 
lations differ on the exact phraseology. Stalin asked for the 
recognition of a Soviet sphere “south of Batum and Baku in the 
general direction of the Persian Gulf.” He called it, according to 
the translation in Nazi-Soviet Relations: 1939-41, “the foca] point” 
of Soviet aspirations. In a new translation of. documents by 
Rossi (Russo-German Alliance, 1939-41) the rendering is “the 
center of gravity.” But both versions convey the same idea of 
priority. 


Change Moscow’s feeling about Iran must have. been height- 

ened by the ease with which the Allies supplied 
Soviet Russia through the Persian Gulf. The gulf must have 
seemed as much of an Achilles Heel as a savior. So that after 
the war the Russians promoted revolt in Iran’s northernmost 
province, Azerbaijan, against Tehran. This incident marked the 
first of half a dozen successful setbacks of Russian aggression. 
Moscow for the last year has been trying sweetness and ight in 
place of force-by-proxy and intimidation. The fruit of this policy 
was gathered last November in the signature of the Iranian-Rus- 
sian trade pact. The Russians got permission to station trade 
representatives throughout the country. Doubtless these agents 
are in touch with the Tudeh Party which, though proscribed dur- 
ing the Azerbaijan incident, seems to be pervasive in Iran, along 
with its propaganda. 

Thus, the longer an oil settlement is delayed, the greater grow 
the chances that the Tudeh Party is the group that will take 
over from Premier Mossadegh. There will be less and less need 
of the steamroller, for there will be no occasion to use it. Of 
course, Mossadegh may compromise, but the hope, in view of the 
withdrawal from the World Court, has grown faint. The ill Shah, 
and perhaps the outstanding Iranian statesman, Quavam, may 
intervene, but nobody seems to expect it. Only the tribesmen 
would resist the Tudeh Party, and they are not organized, whereas 
the Tudeh Party is well integrated.

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duty? Must we set up letter-writing schools for housewives? It was finally 
concluded that, since Congress didn’t seem imelined to do its duty unless reminded, 


then perhaps housewives would have to take time out and take pen in hand. Well, one housewife 
in North Carolina wrote in to tell how she already had started her own private campaign. It is 
herewith passed on, in her own words, because she must speak for millions of others and because 


her own program is a good one, if somewhat de- 
manding. She wrote: 


“A week ago, I set up a new schedule for 
myself. Previously, I had arisen at 6:15 a. m. 
I now get up at 5:55, adding 20 minutes to my 
working day, I use that time to write to my 
Congressman. I scan the papers, reading care- 
fully and thoroughly every treatment of issues 
directly affecting me and my family. I have sub- 
scribed to several magazines for news coverage. 


“T want to find out how my representa- 
tives are voting. How shall I go about ob- 
taining that information? I intend to study 
these voting records—and to raise particular 
h---«- when important bills get the shuttle 
treatment via voice vote .. .” 


She did; indeed, raise a most pertinent ques- 
tion, which goes to the heart of much of the 
trouble around here, when she asked how to find 
out how members vote. She can’t now, of course, 
nor can anybody else, on many important votes 
in the House. This has played havoc with con- 
trols to protect the consumer. The House veils 
them in secrecy by its procedures, as it did on 
the inflation-control measure, : 

There are record votes, of course, on final 
passage of major measures in the House and 
sometimes on one or two highly controversial 
issues involved. Those are available for pub- 
lication. | 

But members can do everything possible be- 
forehand to scuttle or destroy a bill—and they 
often get away with plenty. Then they can vote 
virtuously for it, or the remnants of it, on final 
passage, so that the constituent and voters never 
learn. what were the representative’s real atti- 
tude and motives. 

This comes about through the process of con- 
sidering all major bills in committee of the whole 
House, so-called. There occur the voice votes of 
which the North Carolina housewife complained. 
You can’t learn who did what there. Then there 
are the standing votes, when the standees are 
counted en masse by the presiding officer, and 
only the totals are available. 

Then there are the teller votes when members 


Your representative, if he chooses, can elude 
your ‘scrutiny completely in this maze. He can 


explain it as he pleases and you have no way to 
check on him. Anybody who has followed pro- 
ceedings closely here and then listened to the 
member on the stump back home give an ac- 
counting of himself is often amazed, and amused 
if inclined to be cynical. For in some cases any 
similarity between what the member did here 
and how he explains what he did when he gets 
back home is, as they say, purely conincidental. 

This must not be taken as a blanket indict- 
ment, for that would be far off. But it happens 
often enough to need correction.

A logical step would be to get candidates 
in the next elections to commit themselves on 
how they stand about letting the people know 
what they do here. It is, in fact, a first essential 
if you want a good Congress.

Vinegar Chief Concern 


At Pickle-Making Time 


By AGNES REASOR OLMSTEAD 
Every year about pickle-making time, the mail and the tele- 
phone calls bring the same type question, “What vinegar’ shall I 
use?” Ask any homemaker what's the biggest hazard in pickle- 
making, and she'll tell you it’s the variations in the strength of 
vinegar. Once it is strong and sharp, another time just pleasantly 


of the foods being “‘pickled.” 

Today there are four distinc- 
tive varieties of vinegar; dis- 
tilled white. cider, malt, tar- 
ragon. You are probably famil- 
ar with all four but do you 
know which one to buy for 
what purpose? What vinegar, 
for example, is best for pic- 
kling? 

The answer is distilled white 
vinegar because its crystal 
clearness safeguards the origi- 
nal color of the foods being 
pickled and its delicate aroma 
brings out the full flavor of 
foods without dominating them. 
Distilled white vinegar is made 
from choice corn, rye, and bar- 
lev malt. 

While distilled white is best 
for pickling and preserving, 
the most versatile is cider vine- 
gar. It is the all purpose vine- 
gar that is the standby in most 
homes for salads and salad 
dressings. It can be substituted 
for use in pickling but the foods 
will be slightly darkened. Cider 
vinegar is nothing but pure 
apple juice which has stood un- 
ti! it has fermented and turned 
sour. 

But there are other vinegars 
vou should add to your kitchen 
shelf. For instance, malt vine- 
gar, the epicure’s delight. Ask 
any gourmet what's his fa- 
vorite table vinegar and he will 
answer “malt.” For this russet- 
colored liquid, brewed from 
choice barley malt, has a rich, 
full-bodied flavor that is ex- 
cellent for hearty salads of 
meat, seafood, macaroni, or 
beans. It adds pugency and 
savor to many a meat or fish 
Sauce, too; but it must be used 
very discriminately so as not 
to over shadow the flavor of 
the original food. 

Let's not forget tarragon vine- 
gar. It is our favorite for it 
does that little something: all 
g00d cooks desire in special 
dishes. It is not so much a sep- 
arate type of vinegar, but it is 
rather an individual flavor. 
It is a blend of distilled and 
fermented vinegars in which 
fresh tarragon leaves have been 
steeped until the liquid takes 
up the flavor. Its herb flavor is 
perfect for sauces’ and for 
salads of greens, meat, fish, or 
eggs. Use it in your favorite 
French Dressing, substitute it 
for cider vinegar in salads: use 
it in a sour cream dressing for 
vegetable salads or on hot 
vegetables. 

So next time vou buy vine- 
gar think twice about how you 
will be using it. And if vou 
have never tried malt or tarra- 
gon vinegar, try a pint for

Keep It Covered 


Sugar should be kept in a 
covered container. If it becomes 
lumpy, it should be sifted be- 
fore using. The lumps can be 
pulverized with a rolling pin. 
If sugar hardens into one big 
mass, it can be restored by heat- 
ing in the oven while wrapped 
in a damp cotton cloth, then 
pounded and rolled with a roll- 
ing pin.

Effect of Baptism 
Discussed by Pastor 


“Does baptism effect a new life under God?” In various forms 
this is a frequent question asked by listeners on “The Pastor’s Study,” 
a radio program of the Christian Council. 

This sermon, preached in answer to it, is one of a series which 
will appear in the Monday Morning Pulpit, each of which will reply 
to a similat actual question. The program can be heard every Tues- 
day, Thursday and Saturday at 11:30 p. m. over radio station WSB.

How strange that in the short space of 10 or 12 minutes, the time 
it takes to administer the sacrament of Holy Baptism, God’s will 
for the whole world is proclaimed. In a service which centered 


around a five-month-old baby meant that this child CHG ee | 


should be baptized and He means that every human 
being should be baptized too. 

This is because in Holy Baptism a human 
being comes inte God’s family, becomes a son 
of the Heavenly Father. He becomes dead te 
a sole preoccupation with the world, the flesh, 
and the devil, and becomes alive te God. God 
means for every person to partake of this ex- 
perience, and this is the exverience of Holy 
Baptism. God wills that every human being 
be baptized. 

However, when we say this we do not mean that 
in this rather short service all of these things are 
once and for all time effected, either in the case 
of an infant or an adult. Human egocentricity is 
mot done away with, the attractions of the world, the flesh and the 
devil are not immediately removed and temptations are not beyond 
plaguing the person baptized. The person, right after the adminis- 
tration ‘of Holy Baptism, is not forever dead to himself, nor is he 
completely alive to God and a perfect servant of Christ. 

But it seems that I have contradicted myself. Does Holy Baptism 
mean a new life, as I first stated, or does it not mean a new life? 
To answer this, I would say that Baptism inaugurates or begins a 
new life to which the convert desires to rise, but I cannot say that 
Baptism completely effects the life of devoted and self-conscious 
sonship to God. 

The whole new perfect life of devotion to God, which the 
person baptized professes, does not spring forth. in full bloom 
at the moment of Holy Baptism. But Baptism symbolizes that 
this new life is te be his. In Baptism then we come into the new 
life and look forward to the effecting of all the richness of it in 
our own life. 


Let me give an analogy to bring out what I am trying to say. | 


Before two people get married they have visions of all the happiness 
that will be theirs when they are living together, sharing with each 
other, and finding their fulfillment in each other. All of this is sym- 
bolized in the marriage service, but it is not brought into effect just 
by, and in the service itself. However, their life together is inaugu- 
rated, and they expect to realize ever more fully the happiness they 
have envisioned. I see Baptism as similar to that. 

This new life which we enter into in Baptism is not just a 


nebulous spiritual state, but it is life in a tangible and an historical, 


community. That communitg is the Church. It is the community 
of persons who are related to God by faith in Jesus Christ. We 
become sons of God by our entrance into that community and the 
life of that community helps to bring our sonship into ever deeper 
realization. 
This means the church, every church, bears a tremendous 
responsibility of really being the family in which God is head. 

_ As its life is imperfect according to God’s standards of love and 
righteousness, so the baptized person’s rising te the fullness of 
his new life will be impaired. But also as the Church’s life ap- 
proaches the perfection of God’s love and righteousness, so will 
the new life of the baptized be more completely effected, and 
God’ Will will be more fully done.
